A telegram dnted Tacoma, (Wash.) May 
17, to « Portland paper gives the following 
interesting information to those engaged in 
the Hour trade :—Information is received 
to-dny from relinble source to the effect 
that negotintiona for thu sale of the Port- 
lant Flouring Mills Company's property, 
which includes the Pnget Suund flour 
wills in Tacoma, have been about com- 
pleted, 

The consideration is sail tv be $5,000,000, 
The transaction involyes the transfer of 
15 mills in Washington and Oregon. The 
corporation taking over the proporty is 
one of the strongest in Che West. Forni 
aunouncement of the deal will be made in 
a few days. : 

With the official announcement «f the 

sfer, plans for incrensing the capacity 
of the Tacoma mills te 4,500 barrels a day 
will-be aunounced. It is reported that, the 
Portland business of the company will he 
transferred to Tacoma, 

T. B. Wileox, president of the Portland 
Flouring Mills Cumpany, left for the 
Fast about two wooks ago, presumably 
ta close up the deal indicated in the fore- 
going dispatch, The report that the 
Portland business of the company will be 
transferred to Tacoma is discredited here. 

The reported transfer of this property 
includes 13 flouring mill plants with a 
tatal daily capacity of 15,000 barrels owned 
and, operated under the mame of the 
Portland Flouring Mills Company, the 
Pacifio Const Elevator Company, with 
about 150 warehouses ant elevntory in 
Oregon and Washington, and the Puget 
Sound Warehouse Company with about 
tho suine number of warchouses and ele- 
vatars. .
